Detroit Dark Red. 60 days to mature. A standard variety for gardeners. Flesh 
dark red with indistinct zones and of fine quality, the tops large.

This handsome Sugar Beet will yield nearly as much as a Mangel Wurzel 
and is better and sweeter. Very desirable to raise for stock feeding and is 
used by many for table.
